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Issue of Mayor’s salary 


sparks council wrangle 


In a time of soaring wage 
demands, a request for a 
salary reduction is a rare and 
ironic event, However, this is 
the situation that confronted 
council during their first 
public meeting Monday ni- 
ght. 

The issue surfaced during 
a discussion of council 
remuneration. Mayor Ronald 
Harvey told the meeting that 
during his campaign, he had 
proposed a reduction in the 
mayor’s salary from $24,000 
to $12,000, but he explained 
that it was up to council to 
make the decision. 

However, council did not 
arrive at their decision with 
haste. The complexity of the 
issue became evident as it 
took four votes on motions 
and amendments before a 
figure was determined. 

Alderman Liesbeth Bakker 
was first to act, moving that 
the annual salary of the 
mayor be set at the 1975 level 
of $16,500 and that cost of 
living increases and annual 
maximum increases allowed 
by the Anti-Inflation Board 
since 1975 be added to it. 

Alderwoman Margaret 
Smith disagreed with this 
motion, stating that she felt 
the salary should be esta- 
blished without regard to 
wishes or needs of the in- 
cumbent. She added that the 


city should decide the salary 
on a basis of what the job is 
worth, 

At this point Mr. Thrond- 
son entered the discussion, 
saying that although he 
agreed with Mrs. Smith, he 
had hoped the matter of the 
Mayor's salary would be an 


election issue. He stated that 
he would support the $16,500 
figure. 

Alderman Barry Breadner 
disagreed, stating that the 
matter had not been an 
election issue. After consul- 
tation with City Admini- 
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Throndson is first 
deputy mayor 


At the new city council's 
first public meeting Monday 
night, various organizational 
matters were attended to. 


It was decided that a minor 
change should be made in 
selecting the deputy mayor. 
The position rotates every 
two months, but from now on 
selection will be made by 
reverse alphabetical order, to 
avoid the same _ people 
always getting the summer 
duty. Mayor Harvey moved 
that Mr. Throndson be the 
deputy mayor for the next 
two months. The motion 
carried. 


Alderman Barry Breadner 
moved that council meet the 
first and third Monday of the 
month, or on the first or third 


Tuesday if there is a holiday. 
The committee of the whole 
will meet the second Monday 
of every month or Tuesday if 
there is a holiday. The 
administration committee 
will meet on the fourth 
Monday or on the Tuesday if 
a holiday. All meetings will 
begin at 7:30 p.m. A motion 
by Liesbeth Bakker to review 
the regular scheduling of 
administration committee in 
six months time was carried. 
It was also moved by Mr. 
Breadner that the deputy 
mayor chair the committee of 
the whole meetings and 
administration committee 
meetings. 


Council also considered

Access to Grandin Mall discussed 


The oft-heard question of 
shopping centre access was 
posed again during the 
question and answer period 
Monday night at the first 
public meeting of the new 
council, 

Alderman Roger Ayotte 


pointed out that the widening 
of Sir Winston Churchill 
Avenue had left only two of 
the four former accesses to 
the Grandin Shoppers Mall 
open. Mr, Ayotte reminded 
council that the widening had 
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strator Robert Byron, Mr. 
Breadner determined that 
with increments, the mayor's 
salary could be in reality 
range from $20,000 to 
$24,000 close to the amount 
set in May. He stressed that 
the former council, with the 
exception of Mrs. Fyfe who 
was absent, had voted in 
favour of a full-time mayor, 
and said he would have ho 
hesitation in reaffirming the 
previous council’s motion. 


‘BARGAIN AT $24,000 


Alderman Bill Shields re- 
marked that the city would 
be ‘‘getting a bargain at 
$24,000,’’ but said that with 
Mrs. Bakker’s motion, the 
actual amount that would be 
paid was ‘‘fuzzy.”’ 

The occupant of the posi- 
tion in question, Mayor 
Ronald Harvey, interjected 
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at this point. 

“I’ve never fought so hard 
for a reduction!’’ exclaimed 
the mayor. 

Mrs. Bakker, originator of 
the motion, spoke up and 
expressed her disapproval of 
council deciding the full or 
part time nature of the job. 
She suggested that it was up 
to the incumbent to decide 
this, based on his knowledge 
of his abilities. Mrs. Bak- 
ker’s motion was then 
defeated. 

Mr. Breadner then moved 
that the council reaffirm the 
motion by the previous 
council, setting the mayor's 
salary at $24,000. Mr. Br- 
eadner stated again that this 
amount differed little with 
Mrs. Bakker’s, when in- 
crements were added. How- 
ever, this motion was also 
defeated. 

Mr. Throndson made the 
final motion, that the salary 
of the mayor till January 
1978 be based on an annual 
figure of $16,500. He en- 
larged on this, stating that 
this was without increments. 

An amendement to this 
motion was then proposed by 
Mr. Shields, that the salary 
be $16,500 until December 
31, 1977, when subject to a 
review by council for esta- 
blishment of annual incre- 
ments subject to AIB guide- 
lines. 

Mrs. Smith objected to this 
approach, maintaining that 
council couldn't ‘wrestle 
with this every year.’’ She 
said that as the salary hadn't 
been adjusted since 1975 it 
should be set immediately in 
principle. 

Mr. Breadner agreed, 
saying Mr. Throndson’s mo- 
tion was ‘‘dodging the 
issue.’ He added again that 
the position was worth more 
than $16,500. 


CITIZENS REVIEW 
PROPOSED 


Mrs. Bakker stated that 
she didn’t understand ob- 
jections to the figure, asin 
her investigations she had 
found it comparable’ to other 
communities. She also asked 
that Mr. Shields delete 
reference to a review ‘‘by 
council’ in his amendment, 
as the Woods-Gordon Report 
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on Municipalities recomm- 
ended that this be done by a 
citizens’ committee. 

This idea drew assent from 
Mayor Harvey and Mr. 
Shields. However, at this 
point the wording of the 
motion created confusion, 
resulting in the amendment 
standing as it was, with the 
reference to the council’s 
review remaining. 

Alderman Smith disagreed 
with the idea of a January 
citizens’ review of the salary, 
saying that it might be 
appropriate six months prior 
to the next election, but that 
it was council's responsibility 
now. She emphasized her 
belief that the figure should 
be tied to an external index, 
such as cost of living. 

Following this consider- 
able discussion, Mr. Shield’s 
amendement was defeated. 

Mr. Breadner then br- 
ought discussion back to Mr. 
Throndson’s original motion. 
He pronounced himself 
“amazed that Mr. Thrond- 
son can jump from one side 
of the fence to the other.’’ He 
stated that Mr. Throndson 
had voted in favour of the 
$24,000 salary last May, but 
was now reversing his 
stance. 

Mr. Throndson sharply 
refuted this statement, say- 
ing he had voted for the 
increase in the hope that it 
would become an election 
issue, and added that in his 
opinion, it had been. 

“I haven’t jumped on any 
side of any fence, nor am I in 
the middle,’’ was Mr. Thr- 
ondson’s heated rejoinder. 
He added that his position 
had not changed. 

After an attempt by Mr. 
Shields to table the motion 
on the basis of insufficient 
information, a vote was 
taken. Mr. Throndson's mo- 
tion carried, with Mr. Shields 
and Mr. Breadner opposing. 

Mayor Harvey echoed the 
prevailing sentiments in his 
final statement on the matter 
-- ‘Thank Goodness that’s 
over!"’ 

The matter is only over 
however, until January 1. At 
that time, council will make 
adjustments to the mayor's 
salary, based on cost of living 
and AIB annual increase 
guidelines. For the next two 
months, the salary will be 
based on an annual figure of 
$16,500. In the meantime, 
the public may provide 
council with some opinions 
on the matter.

man, 

Mayor Ronald Harvey said 
he agreed ‘‘wholeheartedly”’

‘Vandalism rampant 


in Forest rec. areas 


Vandalism in forest re- 
creation areas is a never 
ending problem for the 
Alberta Forest Service. 

Whethe? its people cutting 
down trees, ripping wood 
planks from picnic benches 
and metal grates from 
campstoves, or destroying 
privies and various pieces of 
equipment, the results all 
create the same situation, a 
headache for forest service 
personnel. 

“Basically the biggest 
problem is the destroying of 
signs,’’ says Joe Burritt, 
recreation officer for the 
Bow/Crow Forest. ‘*The next 
is tables, barrier posts and 
toilets. Vandals shoot them 
up, chop them up and burn 
them up. 

“The other real problem is 
people moving things, main- 
ly tables. People come in and 
move them to other areas. 
It’s a problem for us because 
we have to send in a crew to 
move the tables back to their 
original location.’’ 

Vandalism is not a malady 
restricted to one age group. 
Burritt, in his seven years as 
recreation officer, says dam- 
age is caused by people from 
all age groups. Even when an 
individual is suspected of 
causing problems, a convic- 
tion is a formidable task 
confronting forest service 
staff.

“You have to see the 
vandals doing the damage,”’ 
admits Burritt. ‘‘That’s ab- 
out the only way we can do 
anything. We have to watch 
the person in the act. Peoplé 
will sometimes call us and 
tell us if individuals are 
causing damage but many. of 
them are reluctant to testify 
in court. In many cases the 
damage is done when nobody 
is around."’ 

Although vandalism pro- 
secution is difficult, the 
forest service, through per- 
sistant investigation, was 
able to obtain retribution for 
damage done recently at 
Dutch Creek recreation area, 
50 kilometers north of 
Blairmore. Vandals had att- 
empted to burn the camp 
shelter, bulldozed the creek 
with stolen equipment, des- 
troyed a beaver dam, kno- 
cked down trees and gener- 
ally disturbed the whole area 


with a bulldozer. The in- 
dividuals were apprehended, 
charged, convicted and fined 
$300 each for damages, 
$1,190 restoration costs to 
the construction company 
from whom the equipment 
was stolen and $500 to the 
Forest Service for material 
replacement and labor costs 
to repair the Dutch Creek 
shelter. 

Burritt feels its difficult to 
determine the annual cost of 
vandalism in Bow/Crow for- 
est other than by accumu- 
lating the costs of replace- 
ment equipment. 

‘*When any of the equip- 
ment is damaged or des- 
troyed, we either fix it or 
replace it,’’ he says. ‘‘All of 
this drains the forest service 
budget and means that 
fewer funds are available to 
expand or improve forest 
recreation areas."’

There is much family 
business information that 
wife should know 
Many wives leave all busin- 
ess undertakings to their 
husbands, which is a grave 
mistake. An informed wife is 
a prepared wife. With know- 
ledge of family affairs she 
can relax, live happily in the 
present, and be prepared for 
the future. 

A wife should absolutely 
know where life insurance 
policies are kept, (a safety 
deposit box is good), the 
name of the companies, the 
policy numbers and the 
person to call about them, 
when the premiums are due, 
the amount of the premium 
and where it is payable. 

*She should know the 
safety deposit box number, 
where it is located and where 
the keys are kept. Remem- 
ber, however, that if your 
husband is the only regis- 
trant on your safety deposit 
box, you will be unable to 
obtain any papers he keeps 
until he gives you a notarized 
power of attorney or written 
permission each time you 
wish to have access to it. 

*A wife should know 
where her husband's will is 
kept, and what lawyer, if 
any, has a copy of it. 

*She should know savings 
account numbers and at what 
bank they are held. It is 
surprising how many bank 
accounts are never claimed 
after a death, because the 
heirs didn’t know of their 
existance or didn't know 
their exact location. 

*Mortgage or lease pay- 
ments due, their amount, 
where and when payable is 
another facet of invaluable 
information. Notation for any 
installment contract payment 
such as payments on auto- 
mobiles, where passing the 
payment date may cause 
repossession, should be rea- 
dily available. Records of any 
money owed to your family 
should be accessible to the

*Informed homemakers 
should know where old 
income tax statements and 
cancelled cheques are kept. 

*Have a list of all securi- 
ties such as stocks, bonds, 
shares, as well as a list of 
agencies looking after these. 

*Every family has various 
papers, such as birth cer- 
tificates, marriage certifica- 
tes, deeds to property, 
mortgage papers and car 
ownership papers, which 
should be collected and kept 
in a safe place. Have dup- 
licate copies of this infor- 
mation available at all times. 

It is important to be aware 
of family business. Ignorance 
is no excuse under any 
circumstances. Alberta Ag- 
riculture puts out many 
booklets on family manage- 
ment.

It is not surprising that a change in attitudes toward work 
among the people of the western world came about in a 
period of hitherto unknown affluence. 


After World War Two prosperity steadily increased as 
business and industry grew under favourable conditions, 
and wages and incomes steadily improved. The money kept 
rolling in and more and more new products flooded the 
market. Recreation and the pursuit of leisure became a 
whole new industry, as hours of work shortened and 
paychecks and profits grew. Big business and big unions 
had a ‘sweetheart’ arrangement as more money to the 
workers meant more money to spend on consumer goods 
and services, produced by business. 


Governments began ‘‘delivering’’ all manner of services 
which would have been unthinkable before 1945, and 
thousands upon thousands of government jobs opened up. 
Family allowances, unemployment insurance, the Canada 
Pension Plan, medicare, greatly expanded funds and 
options for education, government funded subsidized care 
of children and services of social workers and counsellors in 
many fields. All of which left more money in the pockets of 
the people who were bombarded by massive advertising and 
market research techniques to spend, spend, spend. 
Consumer and public debt mounted higher and higher. That 
would keep things going fine, said the economists, keep the 
money circulating. 


But the side effect was inflation. Wages and salaries were 
indexed to match the increases in the cost of living, 
contributing to further inflation. 


It couldn't go on forever. Europe was in trouble, Japan was 
in trouble, even Sweden and GEM, the German Economic 
Miracle. In 1977 the Russian Trade Congress was told by 
Bresniev “if you want to live better you will have to work 
better.’’ The United States advisers are now saying it won't 
be possible to hold inflation as well as the new government 
had hoped, or to balance the budget as early. 


Mr. Trudeau and John Chretien are telling Canadians they 
will have to tighten their belts and along with inflation we 


now have serious unemployment. The economic picture is 
bleak indeed. 


Perhaps that so-called ‘‘Protestant Work Ethic’? wasn’t the 
doing all the damage its critics attributed to it, It was 
probably a work ethic of peoples in colder climates who had 
to work harder than southern peoples. And the virtue of 
work was no doubt pushed too far by some god-fearing men. 
But as so often happens, out goes the baby with the 
bathwater, When we began paying more and more money 
for less and less work it was only a matter of time till 
economic reality caught up with us. Now there may be a 
partial turn around and young people will again learn to take 
pride in honest hard work and be glad of an opportunity to 
work, It is extremely unfortunate that unemployment and a 
possible severe depression had to be the result of living 
beyond our means, Many Canadians have been that route 
before, and after this federal government led us further and 
further into inflation, it is galling to hear them tell us now 
about belt-tightening. 


But now, of course, there is no other way out.

WHAT PRICE 
BUREAUCRACY IN HARD 
TIMES? 


A number of American 
magazines are presently 
attacking the high pay scales 
of Federal employees, par- 


_ ticularly those in Washing- 


ton. An October 1 pay hike of 
7.05 percent includes more 
than 360,000 workers in the 
Washington Met area. In the 
U.S. Federal pay scales are 
generous, relative to other 
workers, and in addition civil 
service regulations foreclose 
the possibility of massive 
lay-offs when the economy 
turns sour. A protection 
many union workers do not 
have. 

The New Republican car- 
ried 17 pages of articles and 
pictures in July to put across 
its message that rich Wash- 
ington is mixed in pleasure 
seeking and vulgarity. An 
editorial comments that peo- 
ple in Washington never 
measure the value of the 
work they are doing - ‘‘the 
money simply comes."’ 

The Washington Monthly 
takes a similar position, 
saying that high federal pay 
leads to inefficiency. *‘What 
is really needed,"’ writes 
Stephen Chapman, ‘‘is a 
relatively low-paid, relatively 
high turn-over government, 
one that will preclude bur- 
eaucrates stultification, gu- 
arantee and constant flow of 
new ideas, and, most impor- 
tant, be filled with people 
who are there because they 
really believe in it - the old 
nation of public service. 

Under the Federal Acts 
which presently apply feder- 
al workers in the U.S. are 
assured of yearly increases 
regardless of their per- 
formance,

Is There Small Firm Life after the Owner's Death? 


by JIM SMITH 

Harry worked hard — per- 
haps he worked too hard — 
to build his own business. 
Over the years, everything, 
including his family, took a 
back seat to Harry’s work. 
When Harry died, he left a 
flourishing company behind. 

Harry’s personal inconve- 
nience aside, there was only 
one problem with Harry’s 
death: no one wasleft to run 
the company when he was 
gone. None of the employees 
knew enough about the ope- 
ration to fill Harry’s shoes. 
The family had never been 
deeply involved in Harry’s 
work, And then the govern- 
ment tax collectors came by 
to pick the corporate bones. 
Another small company 
closed its doors forever. 

Of all the problems facing 
Canada’s small business sec- 
tor, none is as serious as the 
problem of succession: who 
will fill the shoes of the own- 
er-manager when that owner- 
manager dies? Large firms are 
structured so that replace- 
ments are constantly being 
groomed to take over from 
the top executives. But small 
entrepreneurs are much 
more independent and for- 
mal structures often terrify 
them. 

Sometimes the owner- 
manager does train a replace- 
ment. The government, how- 
ever, then throws up another 
hurdle in the firm's path: 
capital gains taxes and suces- 
sion duties, The capital gains 
taxes are assessed by the fe- 
deral government on the es- 
tate at death and succession 
duties are imposed bya hand- 


ful of provincial govern- 
ments. Often these taxes are 
so heavy that the heirs have 
no option except to sell the 
company to pay the tax 
collector. 

The provincial govern- 
ments, in large part, have 
been made to understand the 
difficulties that death taxes 
create. Most provinces have 
abandonned these taxes after 
receiving a push in that direc- 
tion from the Canadian Fede- 
ration of Independent Busi- 
ness. 

Recently, the federal 
government has also begun 
to make comforting noises 
about the plight facing the 
small businessman because of 
capital gains taxes at death. 
Tony Abbott, the new Minis- 
ter of State for Small Busi- 
ness lost little time in assu- 
ring small business that his 
department sympathizes 
with the problems of succes- 
sion. Some form of govern- 
ment cooperation can be ex- 
pected soon, overdue per- 
haps, but welcome nonethe- 
less. 

This assistance is impo! 
tant to all Canadians, even 
those who have no direct ties 
with smaller business. When 
small business sells out, 1t 
normally becomes part of 4 
conglomerate. Decisio! 
which were made locally by 
the owner-manager are then 
made at the foreign head o!- 
fice. And the profits flow 
out of Canada. 

Small business is the heart 
of the community. The im-

ENGLISH FOR “DOWNSIZED"? WETWARE 
By Gillian Linscott in the Manchester Guardian 


‘It was happenstatial that Elmer, riding home in his 
gas-guzzler after conferencing with a crowd of hyphenates 
and notalents about kidvid, was rear-ended by an autocide 
in a downsized cookie-cutter and narrowly avoided damage 
to his wetware."’ 


Anyone who failed to understand that sentence may be 
relieved to know that help is almost at hand. The only snag 
is that it will cost him 7,000 pounds a year. 


That is the United Kingdom subscription price of a quarterly 
journal called Quarrel, which is about to be published by the 
reference books firm, Laurence Urdang. 


It is intended mainly for libraries, researchers and compilers 
of dictionaries and its aim is to dredge systematically 
newspapers and magazines throughout the English-speak- 
ing world to bring news on the latest judo tactics 


perpetrated against the language of Shakespeare and 
Milton. 


The qualification for inclusion in Quarrel is that the words 
and phrases should not have appeared in any work of 
general lexicography. The publishers say that they will go 
on collecting additional examples of these neologisms “‘until 
they are either added to a dictionary or disappear from the 
language.” 


Researchers will be looking for examples in England, 
Ireland, Canada, Australia, West Africa and Malaysia 
among others, but in the first sample edition prepared for 
prospective subscribers, America predictably takes price of 
place. 


In the sad tale of Elmer in the first paragragh, almost all the 
new words and phrases used were found in American 
newspapers or magazines and featured in Quarrel's first 
addition, Being approximately translated, the story reads: 
**By chance it happened that Elmer was driving home in a 
type of car that is heavy on petrol, after a day spent in 
conference with untalented people and others with hyphens 
in their titles, such as writer-producers, about children’s 
television, when his car was struck in the rear by a person 
attempting to commit suicide in a motor vehicle who was 
driving a cheap kind of smaller-sized car. Elmer narrowly 
avoided brain damage.” 


According to the New York Times of May 8 this year, 
‘*wetware’’ is a computer scientists’ word, analagous with 
their use of ‘‘hardware,’’ which means the computer and 
‘*software,’’ which means the computer programme. 
_ **Wetware’’ means the human brain. 


Among the American contributors of NOVELTIES is a 
publication called Guns and Ammo, which on this evidence, 
deserves either an award or a referee's warning for its 
enthusiastic assaults on the language. 

Samples: ‘tHis adam's apple literally flew up and down, 
elevatoring his food to his stomach."’. (The point of interest 
here is supposed to be the new word “‘elevatoring,’’ not the 
misuse of literally.) Shooting sod poodles with a rifle isn’t 
that tough -- but with a handgun it’s a whole new 
ballgame.’’ ‘‘Sod poodles’’ is apparently the Guns and 
Ammo name for prairie. dogs. 


Laurence Urdang claims that its new compilation is part of 
the great tradition of lexicography whose principles were 
put down by Dr. Johnson, It is difficult to know what the 
great and bad tempered doctor would have said about the 
originators using the words contained in it. It seems 
improbable that he would have called them motherless, not 
alent fuzzifying hyphenate punks, but he might have found’ 
a few eighteenth century equivalents, 


**Motherless"’ by the way, now means drunk, vide: “getting 
everybody motherless on wine, mead and ale."’ This was 
Guns and Ammo yet again, in April, 1977.

Suggestions for parents on TV viewing 


Are you afraid of laying 
down the law? Do you 
sometimes forget that it is 
one of your responsibilities 
as a parent? Maybe it’s time 
to pull up your socks! 
Parents are always looking 
for ideas or suggestions as 
how to handle children’s 
television viewing. Here are 
a few that you might find 
useful. 

1. Restrict the number of 
hours that children can watch 
television. Most parents just 
moan and complain, they 
never do anything about it. 
‘He just watches too much 
T.V."’! What is too much? 
How much should the child 
watch? For a starter - one 
hour a day. No more. (this is 
to prevent acute withdrawal 
symptoms - such as day- 
dreaming, talking and read- 
ing.) Once you have set the 
number of hours, stick to it, 
don't give in. Children will 
respect you for it, and I think 
we could all use a little more 
respect, don’t you? 

2. Viewing Selection. On- 
ce you have set the time 
limit, let them choose what 
they want to watch, you'll be 
surprised at how selective 
they will be. If they can only 
watch two half-hour pro- 
grams or one full hour 
program a day their choices 
will be much more selective. 

3. How Late? When can 
the child watch? I think the 
cut off-time must be between 
9-10 p.m. at the latest. They 
must choose their one hour 
viewing before that time. 
You will also be encouraging 
other types of activities 
during prime family activity 
time. 

4, Weekends, | think this 
allows the parents a little 
more flexibility, Perhaps the 
dosage can be increased to 
one and a half to two hours 
on weekends. Again they 
must make the selection. If 
they want to blow their time 
on Saturday morning car- 
toons it is up to them - but it 
will cut out any movie they 
may want to watch later, (the 
only exception to make to 
this rule is a family viewing 
time for a special event or 
program.) Stick to your guns. 

Still interested? Here are 


some supplementary thou- 
ghts. No program of super- 
vision is all black or white, 
there is always room for 
flexibility. 

1. Buying T.V. Time. If 
your child occasionally wish- 
es to watch a special pro- 
gram, here's what to do. 
Charge the child 25 cents for 
every half-hour he or she 


wishes to watch, Don't 
deduct it from their allow-

REVISE BATTLE RIVER GENERAL PLAN 


Because of the lack of success of small communities in 
attracting large industry, the town of Rimbey and the Battle 
River Regional Planning Commission are revising their 
general plan. The updated plan was recently presented to 
the town council and members of the public. 

At the meeting, the region's planning officer pointed out 
that communities that had hoped to attract industry by rapid 
development of land have found themselves coping with 
large debts instead, Because Rimbey anticipates no rapid 
growth in the next five years, and no large industry is 
expected to locate there, a conservative plan of slow 
development has been recommended for the area. 

The town of Rimbey has about 40 acres of undeveloped 
‘residential land, and 18 acres of undeveloped commercial 
land. Additional small, serviced parcels of land are still 
needed for light industrial use. The town's recreational 
facilities are rated as ‘‘good,"’ and expansion of hospital and 
senior citizens facilities is planned. 

The revised plan recommends that the demand for mobile 
home subdvisions be answered by infilling and redeveloping 
vacant areas that can be readily serviced. In addition, a 
development plan is needed for the central business area, as 
the town relies on vehicular traffic. 

The plan also recommends that plans for an annexation in 
the northeast area should commence to provide light 
industrial parcels with good highway access. It also 
suggests the investigation of groundwater availability to 
ensure a source of water in the future.

EFT systems in America 
permit automatic payment of 
regular bills and customers 
can make retail purchases 
using only their Debit Cards. 
They look like credit cards 
but are really automatic 
checkbooks. Computers in- 
stantly deduct the amount of 
the sale from the buyer’s 
account and add it to the 
retailer's. 

Consumers worry that if a 
debit card were lost or stolen 
their account could be emp 
tied in seconds without being 
detected. There is no liability 
protection for debit cards and 
many banks say they are not 
responsible for losses due to 


theft or error. 

Consumers are also wort- 
ied about computer errors in 
the high-volume process and 
who would be responsible for 
foul-ups. 

Computer crime is another 
fear and has already become 
big business. 

Customers have no control 
over confidential private 
information stored on EFT 
computer tapes and feel the 
tapes could be used by 
merchants, advertisers, gov- 
ernment and political or- 
ganizations. 

Many Canadians will be 
watching the progress of the 
hearings on bills to regulate 
these systems and wonder- 
ing what is progress and 
what is not for the average 
citizen coming under new 
technology with little pro- 
tection against its abuses.

Mr. Harle said that two 
things were particularly sig- 
nificant about the credit 
union movement in Alberta. 

First, credit unions are 
financial institutions that are 
totally owned and controlled 
by Alberta citizens. Credit 
union member deposits in 
Alberta now number 357,000 
- an increase of 14 per cent in 
the last year. 

Second, credit unions have 
become one of the most 
remarkable ‘‘growth indus- 
tries’’ in Alberta, and are 
taking an increasingly im- 
portant part in the Alberta 
financial community. 

The Alberta government 
assists credit unions in 
Alberta through ongoing 
contact between the Credit 
Union Branch, and The 
Credit Union Federation of 
Alberta and individual credit 
unions, and also in more 
specific ways, such as with 
the recent legislation which 
established the Credit Union 
Stabilization Corporation, 
and regular inspection of 
credit union books of acc- 
ount. 

The Credit Union Stab- 
ilization Corporation has in- 
creased its assets by $1,- 
647,000 to $6,823,000 in the 
past year. This fund is a 
resource pool of money to 
which all credit unions in the 
province must contribute, in 
order to guarantee the 
deposits of individuals.

Ray Stevenson, 25, was 
riding a motorcycle near 
downtown Edmonton on 
March 11. While he was 
stopped, an argument was 
started by a passerby, during 
which a group of men arrived 
with weapons and attacked 
Stevenson and his compan- 
ion.

In a 
decision last year the Board 
awarded monthly payments 
of $100 and $250 travelling 
expenses after Wilson app- 
lied for compensation for loss 
resulting from the death of 
her husband. Mary Weiss 
was found guilty of man- 
slaughter in the Gerald 
Wilson case in May 1976.

One thing that I have 
never forgotten after seeing 
Cheshire was the gaunt and 
haunted expression on his 
face; the result of his Atomic

He became a 
Roman Catholic - became an 
ardent promulgator of the 
Shroud of Turin, supposed to 
be the authentic burial cloth 
of Jesus Christ, and in- 
stituted the famous Cheshire 
Homes for the Aged.

Mamet play paints harsh 


picture of modern sexuality

We've come a long way 
from Heloise and Abelard 
and Romeo and Juliet, but 
from the viewpoint of David 
Mamet, it has been a pitiable 
progress. 

Mamet is the author of 
**Sexual Perversity in Chi- 
cago,’’ now appearing at the 
Edmonton Art Gallery Thea- 
tre. The viciously amusing 
play is being produced by the 
Edmonton Actors Workshop, 
hosted by the Northern Light 
Theatre. 

The play examines the 
mating ritual in modern 
times, and a coarse and 
clumsy dance it is. Mamet 
draws a cartoon of our sexual 
behavior and the resulting 
picture is pathetic and un- 
pleasant. Sexuality in Ma- 
met's view, has become a 
media mutant, a matter of 
salesmanship. The Playboy 
mentality prevails, convert- 
ing (or perverting) the role of 
sexual being into that of the 
sexual consumer. 

The chief advocate for this 
philosophy is one Bernie 
Litko -- aninsatiable gour- 
mand at the modern table of 
sexual goodies. Bernie ratt- 
les off his conquests with 
pride and zest, always 
employing the present tense. 
This mode of expression is 
appropriate for Hedonist 
Bernie, in whose hollow life 
there is no past or future, 
only the immediate. At 
several points during Bernies 
recital of carnal delights, the 
women in the audience 
laughed in bitter recognition, 
obviously having met..iwme 
of Bernie's soul brothers in 
their travels. I say this with 
certainty, as there are 
Bernies to be found in every 
office ard watering hole in 
North America. Their callous 
consciousness is the product 
of the age in which they live. 

In contrast to the florid 
Bernie is Danny, a student in 
sexploitation learning at the 
feet of the master. A pallid, 
basically gentle person, Da- 
nny is coarsened by his 
association with Bernie and 
his world, and soon he too is 
insulated from feeling. Dan- 
ny aspires to a one-to-one 
relationship, but has been 


too long a student of the 
Hugh Hefner school of be- 
havior. He can no longer 
sustain the feeling. 

Bernie and Danny are 
acutely drawn characters, 
with clear motivation. How- 
ever, the character of Joan is 
elusive. Whether or not this 
is deliberate, to portray 
muddy modern thinking, or 
is a flaw in characterization, | 
don't know, The fault was 
not Paula Boyd's, but I 
emerged with no sense of 
Joan's place in the scheme of 
things. She obviously repre- 
sented the grim threat of 
lesbianism that seems to 
continually haunt the macho 
man, although it was never 
established that she was a 
homosexual, The character's 
commentary was bewilder- 
ing, and her influence negli- 
gible. 

Heather Lea MacCallum is 
the only character granted 
any warmth or vulnerability. 
As Deborah, she searches for 
that Holy Grail of modern 
man -- the ‘‘meaningful 
relationship’’. She fails to 
find it, but is the only 
character willing to risk 
rejection by lowering her 
defences. She gets hurt, but 
still has the capacity to 
bleed, unlike the others. 

Mamet's chief gift is one 
which will no doubt draw 
condemnation. He has a 
merciless ear for the nasty 
nuances of modern slang. 
His dialogue is acutely 
accurate, and therein lies the 
cause for criticism. However, 
Mamet is only writing in the 
language of the times. The 
fact that modern language is 
ugly, boring and repititious 
is not any fault of his. The 
same words can be heard 
spilling from the lips of small 
children on any street in the 
country. Language is Mam- 
et’s most vicious weapon -- 
he uses it like acid, etching a 
pessimistic portrait of these 
harsh, uncaring times. 

Those attending ‘‘Sexual 
Perversity in Chicago’’ 
would be well advised to 
leave their rose-coloured 
glasses at home. They would 
be little defence against the 
glaring truths projected in 
this play.

We are at a crossroads and 
we will either stand or we 
will lose the right to stand, 
according to Douglas Alken- 
brack, the PC MP for Fron- 
tenac - Lennox and Adding- 
ton. 

Speaking at a Conservative 
association meeting last 
week at Killaloe, Mr. Alken- 
brack said the situation in 
Canada today is similar to 
what was present in the U.S.

who saved his nation and the 
same kind of leadership is 
needed in Canada now, the 
MP said. 

“In the absence of leader- 
ship in Ottawa, standing 
between us and disaster, the 
premiers of the provinces 
must decide our country is 
worth saving and stand up to 
Pierre Trudeau,’’ Mr. Al- 
kenbrack stated. 

Concessions and compro- 
mises failed to head off the 
American civil war. The con- 
cessions and compromises 
Canada has already made for 
Quebec have only led to 
further demands, according 
to the MP.

morrow,"’ by a Bennett Lake 
resident, J. V. Andrew. 

“Last year alone, the 
secretary of state’s office 
gave Francophone groups in 
Ontario $300,000 to organize 
and agitate against the 
government of our prov- 
ince,’ Mr. Alkenbrack all- 
eged. 

Don't let Ontario be held 
up for ransom by a group of 
radicals the way Canada is 
being held by Premier 
Levesque, he warned. 

“Stand for something. 
Stand for our province, 
because our province stands 
between Rene Levesque and 
his dreams of power and 
greatness,'’ the MP said. 
“Ontario can force the team 
of Pierre Trudeau and Rene 
Levesque to back down, but 
we will have to be strong.”’ 

Mr. Alkenbrack criticized

‘But he didn't say that 
French Canadian clubs sh- 
ould either disband or throw 
open their doors to English 
Canadians and that they 
should use English in their 
meetings,’’ according to the 
MP. 

“Why is it that we English 
Canadian just stand by and 
let people like Pepin, Keith 
Spicer, Rene Levesque and a 
multitude of other self- 
righteous nuts call us every- 
thing that is bad,’’ he asked. 
“‘We English - speaking 
Canadians are not the sort of 
people who would believe 
that their own fellow Cana- 
dians would be a party to this 
organized national campaign 
of smut and smear and 
hatred."’

Concern caused 
by microwave 


leakage 


A program to monitor 
microwave leakage of older 
microwave ovens should be 
considered by the federal 
government and the Cana- 
dian Standards Association 
(CSA) Subcommittee on Mi- 
crowave Ovens according to 
CSA‘s Consumer Advisory 
Panel. 

The group, which started 
its third year of operation in 
Toronto recently by discuss- 
ing CSA's draft standard on 
microwave ovens, was con- 
cerned about microwave 
radiation leakage and re- 
commended that Health and 
Welfare Canada conduct 
studies on the effect of 
prolonged periods of low 
level radiation. The con- 
sumers were also worried 
that the ovens and door seals 
may deteriorate through long 
term use which could result 
in excessive microwave leak- 
age. 

“The limits of leakage in 
our draft new standard on 
microwave ovens are in 
accordance with the Health 
and Welfare Canada re- 
quirements,” explains Keith 
Sidwell, CSA’s manager of 
operations. ‘The draft also 
contains a test requiring the 
door to be opened and closed 
100,000 times which simu- 
lates 30 years of use, 
nevertheless, the panel was 
concerned about excessive 


leakage in ovens that have 
been in service several years 
and that is why, the 
members suggested thata 
re-testing or monitoring pro- 
gram be carried out. Several 
panel members said that 
consumers should not have 
to pay for this re-testing and 
the manufacturer should 
bear the cost, whereas, 
others said they would be 
willing to absorb reasonable 
reinvestigation costs.”’ 

The panel also recommen- 
ded that manufacturers sup- 
ply literature with their 
ovens, advising the consum- 
ers that the ovens leak 
radiation which may become 
excessive if the oven is 
damaged. Consumers should 
be advised that the level of 
microwave leakage should be 
checked if the oven is 
damaged. All ovens should 
be marked to indicate that 
they should not be operated 
without a load because of 
possible deterioration of the 
appliance. 

The panel also suggested 
that further studies are 
needed on the effect of 
microwave ovens on heart 
pacemakers and manufac- 
turers should issue warnings 
to pacemaker wearers. Ano- 
ther recommendation called 
for a design feature to be 
developed to make it impos- 
sible to run the oven empty. 


During the brief business 
session members were given 
books of raffle tickets on the 
hand-crocheted afghan.

Members were urged to 
attend the workshop for 
Edmonton and area WI's to 
be held on November 7, 8 
and 9 at the Star of the North 
Retreat Centre in St. Albert.

Each year hundreds of 
cases of child abuse are 
reported, while hundreds of 
others remain unknown to 
child welfare officials. The 
purpose of the campaign - 
‘It takes a lot of love’ - is to 
offer help to any child 
abusing adult as well as to 
try to prevent further oce- 
urrences of child abuse. 

There has been an in- 
creased awareness in Alberta 
of the problem of child abuse 
with the inception of the 
child protection registry, 
which was set up in 1974 to 
monitor all reported cases. 
However, the child welfare 
branch of social services and 
community health hopes to 
see more use made of 
available preventive servic-

Kitty, a cat from Ed- 
monton, Alberta; Dandy, a 
dog from Oak Lake, Mani- 
toba; and Bingo, a Doberman 


Pinscher from Toronto, On- 
tario; became the newest 
members of the Animal Hall 
of Fame atthe 10th annual 
presentation of the awards. 
The awards were presented 
for outstanding individual 
deeds by the animals.

ATA applauds funds 


for Canadian learning 


The first announcement of 
monies going to education 
from the Alberta Heritage 
Savings Trust Fund, (the 
government's proposed exp- 
enditure of nearly $8.4 
million on Canadian learning 
resources), has been praised 
by Alberta Teachers’ Asso- 
ciation President Mac Kry- 
zanowski, 

It will be appreciated 
particularly by social studies 
teachers in the province. 
Further, it is an indication 
that the government at last is 
reacting to the hue and cry of 
teachers in Alberta and 
across Canada for Canadian 
studies materials and re- 
sources, 

Teachers expecting to tea- 
ch Canadian studies and 
Alberta heritage courses 
need texts and learning 
materials with which to do 
so. The ATA appreciates that 
the government has moved 
to acknolwedge this. 

The ATA points out how- 
ever, that they are assuming 
the government will allocate 
further funds to update and 
renew the books. If it doesn’t 
and this is $8.4 million only 
once, they don’t think it will 
be worth it. The life of a book 
is only five years. 

The Alberta Teachers’ 
Association has presented 
the government with a num- 


ber of suggestions for in- 
vestment of the fund in 
education, especially in the 
area of educational research. 

Two proposals mentioned 
in the past are the creation of 
teacher centres, teacher-op- 
erated clearing houses for 
locally produced curriculum 
materials, and a_ provincial 
curriculum materials bank, 
which would catalogue and 
distribute learning and re- 
source materials. 


Canfarm records 
used at University 


The Canfarm records ser- 
vice is of value to more than 
just the practising farmer. 
The University of Manitoba 
is using Canfarm to teach 
farm record keeping to some 
of its agriculture diploma 
students. 

Cal Gust, an instructor in 
the course, says the students 
use the Canfarm service to 
keep a full year’s records and 
to do budgeting and analysis 
assignments. 

The emphasis in the 
course is on good manage- 
ment. The Canfarm service is 
particularly useful because it 
supplies an automated re- 
cords system that is standard 
across the prairies.

The 
dog managed to corner one 
man and hold him until 
police arrived and the second 
assailant was arrested by 
police next day. 

Framed portraits, with 
citations, along with the 
equivalent of a year’s supply 
of pet food and accompany- 
ing gifts -- were presented to 
the owners of George Hart- 
ley, vice-president of Ralston 
Purina of Canada Limited. 

To make each year's 
selection, the Company col- 
lects hundreds of case his- 
tories from press reports and 
other sources.

Canadian cheesemakers 
are stepping up their pro- 
duction of specialty cheeses 
to meet a growing demand 
for these non-cheddar var- 
ieties.

Fertilizer 
and potatoes 


The correct application for 
fertilizer can increase yields 
substantially, but potato 
crops in the Maritimes may 
be suffering from too much 
of a good thing. 

Dr. Doug Munro, a plant 
nutritionist at Agriculture 
Canada’s Charlottetown, 
P.E.I., Research Station, 
Says many potato farmers are 
applying too much nitrogen 
This encourages top growth 
and makes the tubers of 
some varieties too big for the 
fresh market. 

Dr. Munro suggests when 
potatoes are grown In rola 
tion with other fertilized 
crops, 120 pounds of nitro- 
gen per acre for potatoes !s 
sufficient. The common app- 
lication now is 150 pounds 
per acre.

UGG delegates to debate record 55 resolutions 


Delegates to the annual 
meeting of United Grain 
Growers (UGG) in Edmonton 
on November 2 and 3, will 
debate a record SS resolu- 
tions submitted to the 
meeting. 

Among them, 23 deal with 
grain handling and market- 
ing. There were two from 
farmers who want to make 
use of country elevators 
where rail lines are to be 
ripped up. 

The one from the UGG 
local at Main Centre, Sask. 
asks UGG to ‘‘seriously 
consider upgrading and op- 
erating off-line elevators at 


those points where UGG is _ 


affected.”’ 

The local had obviously 
done its homework and quo- 
ted from the Hall commission 
report which extolled the 
merits of off-line elevators. 

The Swift Current-Stewart 
Valley farmers, using similar 
reasoning, recommends, 
“United Grain Growers ma- 
ke a firm commitment re- 
garding their intentions at 
these points (on lines to be 
abandoned)."’ 

The local also points to the 
Hall commission's suggest- 
ion that the federal govern- 
ment subsidize trucking from 
off-line elevators to elevators 
on the rail line. 

Nine resolutions deal with 
The Canadian Wheat Board 
quotas and regulations. 

A proposal from farmers at 
Dawson Creek, B.C. asks 
that ‘‘delivery quota regu- 
lations be removed from all 
grains and oilseeds sold on 
the open market.’’ The local 
says that since the price of 
these commodities ‘‘fluc- 
tuate greatly’’ delivery quo- 
tas ‘‘often prevent a pro- 
ducer from selling his crop 
when the price is not 
advantageous to him.”” 

While the Two Hills local 
asks that The Canadian Wh- 
eat Board ‘‘establish a quota 
on non-Board grains equal to 
the existing Wheat Board 
quota on all grains." 

A resolution dealing with 
permit books comes from 
farmers at Granum, Alberta. 
They feel it is ‘‘most un- 
workable to abide by The 
Canadian Wheat Board in- 
Spector's interpretation that 
every load or portion of one 
be entered in the producer's 
permit book.’’ They ask that 
the agent ‘‘be allowed to 
enter a working day's deliv- 
eries in the permit book at 
the end of that day.” 

The local at Standard- 
Hussar, Alberta, wants the 
Wheat Board Act amended 
“to at least make them (the 
Wheat Board) responsible to 
the board elected by the 
producers, such as the 
Wheat Board Advisory Com- 
mittee,” 

One resolution is directed 
at the advisory committee of 
The Canadian Wheat Board. 
Barons, Alberta farmers 


recommend ‘‘only active 
bona-fide producers and no 
director or executive person 
of grain companies be elec- 
ted to the Advisory Com- 
mittee of The Canadian 
Wheat Board."’ 

The local at Alliance- 
Galahad, Alberta want ‘‘The 
Canadian Wheat Board to 
make provisions for entry of 
the Western Grain Stabiliza- 
tion Plan payment in the 
permit book."’ 

The Cayley-High River, 
Alberta local wants to bypass 
the local elevator and deliver 
malting barley directly to the 
malting company. 

Even though the Western 
Grain Research Fund pro- 
posal received a devastating 
no vote from Prairie farmers 
who mailed back their 
ballots, farmers at Three 
Hills, Alberta request that 
another vote be taken, but 
after a concentrated program 
to inform the producers of 
the need and direct benefits 
of a Research Fund by a levy 
on the grain produced in 


western Canada. 

A number of resolutions 
deal with affairs that affect 
the operations of United 
Grain Growers. 

Three resolutions from 
Alberta locals deal with the 
merits of UGG marketing 
and contracting soft white 
spring wheat. The Brooks 
local claims UGG is “‘losing 
customers’’ to Alberta Wh- 
eat Pool because it wasn't 
contracting. The Grassy Lake 
local says UGG ‘‘is not being 
competitive in marketing and 
contracting”’ and the Burdett 
local accuses UGG of losing 
customers and not being 
competitive in the marketing 
and contracting of soft white 
springs. 

Another issue that dis- 
turbed locals is patronage 
dividends. Three deal with 
patronage dividends and 
another with A shares, The 
Nanton, Alberta local sugg- 
ests that since people over 65 
receive A shares instead of a 
full cash payout the ‘‘Com- 
pany enclose a card with the 


May 15 statement each year 
informing shareholders that 
persons over the age of 65 
years qualify for redemption 
of their patronage dividend 
requirements.”’ A resolution 
from Wellwyn, Sask. farmers 
deals similarly with this 
issue. 

The Rycroft, Alberta local 
wants customers to ‘‘be 
given the option of receiving 
their patronage dividends in 
cash, deferred credit or share 
capital, whichever way they 
wish.”’ 

One from Beiseker, Alb- 
erta farmers claims, ‘‘Wh- 
ereas United Grain Growers 
was formed for the purpose 
of competition for the benefit 
of shareholders, and whereas 
last spring Carbyne was 
selling for $64 by the com- 
petitors, UGG was selling it 
for $79.65; therefore be it 
resolved that UGG become 
more competitive in its 
pricing of chemicals and 
fertilizers."’

Dear Carl - Muskrat is 
indeed a palatable dish and 
to never taste it would be too 
bad for sure. If your wife 
were to try it once, I'm sure it 
would become regular fare 
around your home. 

My choice of recipes is as 
follows: Choose three or 
four, large, cleaned muskrats 
and place in a sizable pot. 
Cover them with water, add 
salt, pepper, sage and a dash 
of red pepper. Boil until 
pieces are very tender. 
Remove from pot and drain. 
Disjoint, dip pieces in beaten 
egg, roll in flour and fry until 
brown. Remove and serve 
while hot. If you wish, a 
delicious gravy can be made 
from the drippings. 

Incidentally, the muskrat 
has small glands under the 
hind and forelegs. Be certain 
to remove these when 
cleaning as they may impart

In addition, the Villeneuve
